8ound toys — 
tambourines, tomtoms, drums. A 
sandbox with necessary shovels, 
sifters, palls and the like; also 
a shovel tot snow In winter. 
Tricycle, kiddie ear, large wag­ 
on, sled; small autos and trucks 
which can be used with building 
blocks. A few sturdy toys are far 
more valuable than many which 
are easily broken.
